Frank Szabo, 57, was: found 
s! imped over the kitchen sink 
with a loaded gun in his hand 
while his wounded 15-year-old 
son, Michael, was nearby, state 
police said. 
His w ilt was in. another room 
when the shootings occurred. 
The statement issued by State 
Police Lt. Donald W. Holloway, 
Reading 
barracks, 
Tuesday 
contradicted reports given by 
H o 11 o way 
and 
other 
in­ 
vestigators 
immediately after 
the crime. It was stated earlier 
that Szabo’s .22 caliber revolver 
was lying on the kitchen table 
when the shooting began. 
It also was reported that the 
wounded 
15-year-old 
grabbed 
the gun and chased the robbers 
but Holloway said Tuesday that 
the boy never touched the gun, 
although he might have run 
after the men. 
Investigators thought Monday 
night that Mr. Szabo was shot 
twice 
but 
four bullets 
were 
recovered 
during an autopsy 
performed Tuesday morning. 
Dr. 
John A. Focht, 
Berks 
County coroner, said the victim 
was shot in the chest, neck, 
upper right arm and back. He 
died 
of 
shock 
because 
of 
hemorrhaging from a gunshot 
wound of the heart, the coroner 
stated. 
Michael 
Szabo 
was 
shot 
through the neck during the 
holdup and was admitted to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, Reading, in. 
fair condition. 
A hospital spokesman said he 
improved overnight, however,

was 
satisfactory Tuesday. 
The1 four bullets found in Mr. 
Szabo’s body brought the total 
number fired during the holdup 
to at least six. One was found 
in

naval commandos made their 
deepest 
raids

early today to raid two Arab

Israel said its troops killed 
scores of defenders and blew up 
dozens of buildings. 
“The terrorist bases attacked 
at 1 a.m. were used as training 
bases for terrorists and as com ­ 
mand posts for terrorist acts in 
Israel and overseas,,’’ a military 
spokesman said. 
“Among those who trained at 
these bases were members of 
foreign underground organiza­ 
tions such as Kozo Ofcamoto 
and the murderers of Munich,” 
he added. 
Okamoto was one of three 
Japanese who killed 26 persons 
and wounded 79 in an attack at 
'Lod airport outside Tel Aviv on 
M'ay 30. His two accomplices 
were

and

captured, tried, convicted and 
sentenced to life in prison.

Cease-Fire Pact Signed in 


VIENTIANE ÍUPI) — Royal­ 
ist government and Communist 
officials signed a peace agree­ 
ment. 
today 
calling 
for 
a 
standstill cease-fire and estab­ 
lishment of a coalition govern­ 
ment within 30 days. 
The agreement also ca lls for 
an end to all U.S. bombing in 
the country within 60 days after 
formation 
of 
the 
coalition 
government. 
I n t e r i o r Minister Pheng 
Phongsavan and special Pathet 
Lao negotiator Phoumi Vongvi­ 
chi t signed the agreement in a 
five-mi nute ceremony.

elephant

Prime 
Minister 
Souvanna Phouma, members of 
the two peace delegations and 
diplomats broke into applause 
as the officials completed the 
signing.

The 
bilateral 
agreement 
comes 25 days after a Vietnam 
peace agreement was signed in 
Paris by the United 
States, 
North Vietnam, South Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong. A cease-fire 
was declared in Vietnam on 
Jan. 28, and the following day 
President Lon Nol proclaimed a 
unilateral truce in Cambodia.

their attacks in Vietnam, they 
have continued raids in Laos 
and Cambodia.

“The consensus is that we 
should incorporate portions of 
all three bills into one, then in­ 
troduce' it.” Zord said. 
Zord is prime sponsor of one 
of the measures, which would 
set a mandator)' death sentence 
for first degree murder under

The Rev, Philip Berrigan reached new 
depths this week when he called released 
American prisoners of war “war crimi­ 
nals..’1 
“We are over publicizing the war 
criminals that are coming home,” the 
priest said at a fund raising dinner for 
the “Camden 17” in Wynne wood. 
He continued, “ But what else could we 
expect from the government but to dis­ 
tort the true nature of the men. The 
returning prisoners of war are just what 
Nixon wants them, to be, but they’re 
going to have to come to terms with 
themselves.” 
Berrigan, who evidently fancies him­ 
self as the soul of integrity, is the man 
who was sentenced to six years in prison 
for destroying draft records. 
This is a criminal act. And, he was 
the criminal who was found guilty and 
jailed for it. 
It is a pity that America has people 
like Berrigan. 
He put forth a pose that he was only 
interested, in the end of the war; an end 
to suffering. 
And now the war has ended. 
And, those who suffered the most are 
coming home.

Pottstown Pair Takes 


Sentimental Journey

During April of 1883, Henry H. Gabel. Potts- 
town’s esteemed partner of the milling firm of 
Gabel, Bertolet & Co., decided on a vacation— 
part by land and p art by sea. With him, went 
Robert J. Baldwin also of Pottstown. Their choice 
for scene of vacationing resolved on a voyage to 
“old Virginia,” — by boat down the Chesapeake 
to F ortress Monroe and .Newport News, then up 
the peninsula to Williamsport. 
The column’s scrivener having just rewitten 
the story of the Madison Guard and its involve­ 
ment with the Civil W ar upon, the peninsula,, our 
interest in the locale of this story was instantly 
hot. Had our vacationers come this far to view 
the scenes first hand where Pottstown boys 
marched through the mud and fought beneath 
Con fed era te c annon b ills ? 
Some of this can be construed by their senti­ 
mental journey, to review in part the experi­ 
ences of the Boys in Blue 21 years previously. 
For the column, their descriptions of a lack of 
road facilities — or other means of transportation 
— up the length of the narrow neck of land 
marched over by Pottstown’s veterans are fresh­ 
ly in mind from Levi. J. Fritz’s earlier Ledger 
correspondence. 
Here, before Williamsburg, Gen. McClellan 
threw his blue line of human flesh against the 
Southern forces under Jam es Long street and saw 
them, falter, dented and broken. Philadelphia’s 
gift to the union, Gen. McClellan, elected, finally, 
to retreat back through mud and forest and tran­ 
ship his regiments by steamer to the White House 
upon the Paxmmkey, the union base ,25 miles from 
Richmond. . . 
“Messrs. Henry H. Gabel and Robert J. Bald­ 
win, who have been on a trip to Virginia, return­ 
ed home on Sunday evening much pleased by 
their journey. 
“The travelers left Pottstown on Tuesday 
morning going by way of Baltimore, which they 
reached before noon, and after looking at the 
Monumental. City until 7 o’clock in the evening 
they took passage on one of the night boats for 
Fortress Monroe, reaching that place at 6 o’clock 
on Wednesday morning. From there a cab soon 
landed them, at Hampton, where M r. Baldwin 
had spent a couple of years as journeyman 
plumber and tinker, and where too he had hand­ 
led the shooting irons during the war. 
“Things had changed very much since the 
days of the Great Rebellion,, but still it is in many 
respects the same old country, very much in 
need of a new element in the population to give 
it life. Land as rich as a garden, and mellow as 
an ash heap, but nobody to plant it and cultivate 
it and reap the rich harvest. In many places, 
negroes are the only people, and they are con­ 
tent to live in cabins where they might live in 
palaces. Lazy and indolent as are these ex-slaves, 
yet there are those among them who rise above 
the common herd and show what others might 
do if they would. Gabel and Baldwin met one 
man, who though black and once a slave, was 
now a prosperous merchant, worth at least $30,000. 
But where nature does so much for man, white 
men too become lazy and do little better than 
their former slaves. 
“ They express surprise that people should go 
away to the far west when such excellent land 
can be so cheaply bought so near home. A farm 
of 1,250 acres was offered them for $6,000, less 
than five dollars an, acre, and on this very farm 
a. crop of peanuts was raised last year which 
realized $100 to the acre for the ground tilled. 
But then there are no buildings to the property 
save perhaps a negro cabin and an apology for 
a stable. But in its place there are over 600 acres 
of excellent timber, of pine, oak, maple, chestnut 
and other forest trees. But again there are the 
serious drawbacks — that while there may be a 
river front on the York River, there is no public 
road to the place and it is seven miles to a rail­ 
road station. And it may seem strange though it 
is true, that while on this very tract of land today 
wild deer roam, it is at the same tim e only 7 
miles from W illiamsburg, next to Jamestown, 
the oldest town in the United States (settled by 
the English), having been laid out nearly 270 
years ago. 
“ A short stop at 'Williamsburg gave our travel­ 
ers a glimpse of this old twon. In its cemetery 
are tombstones dating back more than 200 years. 
The visitors early called upon Capt. Jerome 
Titlow (form erly of Titlow Corner, C hester coun­ 
ty), ex-Sheriff of Elizabeth City county and late­ 
ly engaged with the Newport News Land Com­ 
pany. Captain Titlow gave them much valuable 
information: and went with them, up to Richmond 
where they spent a. day. They wish to express 
their acknowledgements to Capt. Titlow for his 
kindness and many attentions shown them while 
on their visit to the Sunny South.” 
We have written frequently of Jerom e Titlow, 
how his family had early during the annals of 
Chester County been active in succoring the fugi­ 
tive slaves on their way north along the Under­ 
ground Railroad, and how this young man him­ 
self conducted the runaways safely to associates 
in Pottstown. The 
c I í d from our Montgomery 
Ledger of March 17, 1868, therefore takes on add­ 
ed stature: “Capt. Jerome Titlow, formerly of 
North Coventry Township, served with distinc­ 
tion in the Army, and while stationed at Fortress 
Monroe with his regiment, had Jeff Davis in his 
custody at the fort. 
Pottstow n received Its first invitation to visit 
with the Titlow family in its new home in the 
Daily Ledger. March 31, 1876: 
“The Captain is engaged in a new line of busi­ 
ness. He is agent of the Old Dominion Land. Com­ 
pany which owns extensive and valuable tracts 
at Newport News. Va. . . . and which is the sea­ 
port terminus of the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail­ 
way, possessing superior advantages as a ship­ 
ping point, and for the establishment of business 
enterprises. Any persons who are desirous of 
trying their fortunes at this new growing city, 
etc.”

‘‘We should declare a m ora­ 
torium on no-fault until the gov­ 
ernor gets Denenberg to resign 
or fires him,” said Ewing. 


Ewing said the no-fault de­ 
bate has only just begun and

cizing lawmakers' efforts. De­ 
nenberg attacked the no-fault 
bill released by the Senate In­ 
surance Committee.

“I do resent,” he added, "th e 
insurance 
commissioner 
of

cranking up a press release in­ 


dicating the bill is phony, which 
is a reflection on its sponsors.” 
Denenberg 
spoke 
before 
a 
world insurance conference in 
London. 
Ewing also said Denenberg’s 
interference la st year was one 
reason .no-fault was not passed 
and said if his confirmation had 
to come up now., “he would 
never make I t ” 
"It’s about time he dropped 
out,” Ewing said. 
Denenberg, in response, said

The Pennsylvania Story 
Children's Letters 
Proposal Has Merits and Faults 


By MASON DENISON 
HARRISBURG — On the sur­ 
face, Gov. Milton J. Sfoapp’s 
proposal to decentralize some 
state functions by moving them 
out of Harrisburg into econo­ 
mically depressed areas has 
much appeal. 
As the governor stated in 
his budget message: “Such 
moves would also serve the pur­ 
pose of bringing state govern­ 
ment closer to the people.” 
Now, nobody wants to knock 
improving the economy of any 
community area, hence the 
glitter from the tinsel wrapped 
around his excellency's pack­ 
age. 
But what is inside, once the 
ribbon and brightly - colored 
paper is removed? Could there 
be, perchance, .some unexpected 


and unhappy surprises for the 
Good Ship Commonwealth? 
In the first place, anyone 
from across the state, be it 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh or up­ 
state Penn’s Woods is quite 
familiar with the frustration in­ 
volved wben they come to the 
state capítol and try to track 
something down. 
ft hat they become ensnarled 
In, to put It in two words is 
“red. tape". That is, the fami­ 
liar bureaucratic passing of the 
buck from one bureau to 
another, from one department 
to another in a building blocks 
away, and ad infinitum. 
This is the situation with 
centrally-located state func­ 
tions in Harrisburg. 
Can one imagine what lhe.se 
same “petitioners” would have 
to put up with if any appre­ 


ciable number of these state 
agencies were to be split up 
and scattered around the State? 
Hypothetically, the good citi- 
zen(s) would be trekking from 
Harrisburg to Erie to Pitts­ 
burgh, etc. 
Consequently, if there is to 
be any decentralization, 
it 
it would seem that this should 
be limited to non-policy making 
offices; in other words, such 
agencies as mailing, record­ 
keeping, etc., all in the happy 
cause of saving the shoe lea­ 
ther, bus trips, plane flights 
and needless motoring on the 
part of the citizenry — to say 
nothing of time and already 
irritating frustrations. 
In short, there is definite 
merit for having most state 
agencies, departments and bur­ 
eaus right where they are on 


the banks of the Susquehanna. 
But this is not to say some of 
the lesser essential agencies 
might not be sprinkled around 
the state. 
Seemingly a critical point 
however is that any decentra­ 
lization should be handled by 
the state legislature — rather 
than by a governor. 
Why? 
Because although a governor 
may have the power (by exe­ 
cutive order) to shift some 
agencies around, geographical­ 
ly, that power leaves when he 
leaves office. This means that 
his (or her) successor has that 
same executive privilege to 
bring back 
those scattered 
agencies under the Harrisburg 
governmental umbrella. Do we 
shift every four years on a. 
gubernatorial whim? 


This, of course, would cause 
chaos, particularly if it involv­ 
ed a previously depressed area 
to which the bureau had been 
transplanted. 
But if the transfer were to 
be made by the legislature, the 
return of the wanderlust bur­ 
eaus could be accomplished 
only by a legislature passing a 
law to that effect. 
In short, it’s much, much 
tougher to change a law than 
to accomplish that same end 
by executive order. (Governors 
come and go, but the legisla­ 
ture stays.) 
In all fairness to Gov. Shapp, 
he alludes to this in his budget 
message wherein he states: 
“Where these moves require 
legislation., I hope: to have your 
cooperation.

Hall enclosed some memo­ 
randa. One is a photo of him 
taken on his 97th birthday. He 
appears to be a tall, self-assur­ 
ed man with arms folded across 
his chest. He has a good-looking 
smiling face and a wealth of 
white hair cut at reasonable 
length. 
He is addicted to dark suits, 
striped ties and white starchy 
shirts. The photo does not dis­ 
play the feet, but 1 would bet 
that the shoes are shined. Be­ 
side him sat a small, slumped 
figure in a print dress, Mrs. 
Nellie Hawkins. She is 105 this 
year. 
1 have never met Carlyle 
Hall, but I can tell from his 
letters that his mind is under 
control. He makes me wonder 
what a man approaching the 
century mark thinks of his 
life. What did he do with it? 
What paths did he follow? 
His handwriting is large and 
easy to read. Once in awhile, 
he will go over a letter a se­ 
cond time with a firm stroke 
of the pen. “I wrote to you 
several years ago, and you. put 
me in touch with your father. 
How is he? Is he still with us?” 
No, Mr. Hall. He isn’t. Big 
John tired of the race three 
years ago. He tiptoed into the 
wings quietly, as though he 
were afraid of awakening some­ 
one. He was 85, a young fella 
from where you stand but, 
when the laughter died, he did 
too. 


Carlyle Hall has a set of 
exercises which he executes in 
bed every morning on awaken­ 
ing and every night on retiring: 
“1. Pulling my hair, massag­ 
ing scalp. 2. Vigorous massag­ 
ing of face. 3. Vigorous mas­ 
saging of neck, back and front. 
4. Turning of head to right and 
left. 5. Pulling ear lobes. 
“6. Raising head up and 
down. 7. Place arms alongside 
body and twist. 8. Whip arms 
up and down vigorously. 9. 
Lock hands over chest, move 
back and forth. 10. Cross arms 
over chest, lift upward and 
downward. 
. “ 11. Keep arms crossed, move 
right and left. 12. Grasp bed­ 
post, move body right and left. 
13. Open and close Jaws six 
times. 14. Take seven deep 
breaths. 15. Rest a moment. 
“16. Stretch legs and arms; 
hold them. 17. Raise leg up. 
lock hands over shinbone, pull 
leg up to chin. Do this with both 
legs. 18. Turn sideways, kick 
buttocks with both heels, whip 
legs up and down. 19. Raise 
both legs up and bend at knee; 
lock hands over knee, pull legs 
up to chin, spreading them out 
as you do it. 
“I count as I go through all 
these numbers,” he continues, 
“counting from one to twelve, 
which I think is all anyone 
needs. The whole thing takes 
only ten or twelve minutes* For 
those who adopt my plan, they 
should take it easy and build 
up to what they need.” 
Sleep, he say», is important. 
Hall does not take pills. He 
counts slowly: one thousand 
and one, one thousand and two, 
one thousand and three, lying 
quietly on a pillow with his 
eyes closed. If he reaches one 
thousand and one hundred, and 
is still awake, he forces his 


mind to start counting back­ 
wards. 
“It’s better to have numbers 
on your mind than troubles,” 
he says. For a good many years, 
he ate an apple every morning 
before breakfast. “On Nov. 10, 
1971, I decided to set up a new 
test by taking a small glass 
of prune juice on an empty 
stomach every morning. In this 
long test, it failed only 5 times, 
and proved almost perfect for 
elimination.” 
This youngish man also de­ 
vised a seven-paragraph pray­ 
er, which he recites every day. 
It starts: “Heavenly Father,

Area Graduates Take Pride 
In Repaying Student Loans 


S t u d e n t loan repayment, 
despite occasional 
stories of 
default, 
has 
a 
better-than- 
average record, according to W. 
Arthur Switzer, 
financial aid 
officer at Ursinus College. 
“ Within the past two or three 
years there has been an in­ 
crease in reported cases of 
defaults in repayment,” he said. 
“ Especially on the west coast 
where 
numerous 
graduates 
claimed personal bankruptcy in 
an attempt to avoid paying off 
their loans. 
“ But the largest majority bv 
far takes pride in paying off 
the loan according to the pre­ 
arranged schedule, since often 
it represents the first establish­ 
ment of a major credit rating 
for a young person.” 
Part of the problem, where 
it 
does exist, 
may 
be 
at­ 
tributable to the banks or loan 
institutions themselves. 
Since the loans are guaran­ 
teed by the government, banks 
may not pursue 
the regular 
c o l l e c t i o n 
procedures as 
diligently as they do for other 
loans 
made 
by 
the 
public, 
Switzer said. 
Regulations 
state 
that

student must begin repaving his 
loan 
nine 
months 
after he 
finishes school. 
That 
nine-month 
“grace” 
period, however, may be in­

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Film Critic Claims Today s Movies Are Better Than Eve*

Back in the sleepy-nervous 
1950s, 
the 
American 
movie 
industry decided to inform an 
otherwise unaware public that 
“ movies are better than ever.” 
This 'whistling in the dark went 
on for a while, prompted by 
fear of television and never 
quite convincing the average 
moviegoer, who kept getting 
mugged by stuff like “These 
Thousand Hills,” “ Stranger in 
My Arms” and “ All the Fine 
Young Cannibals.” 
Today, aside from periodic 
cheers from Jack Valenti, the 
industry has gotten wise to 
itself almost to the point o f 
cynicism. “The American movie 
is the world's most wanted 
commodity,” writes Valenti in 
the latest broadside from his 
Motion Picture Association of 
America, but few in Hollywood 
are tap-dancing to the same 
tuna* and despite the trium­ 
phant success of “ The God­ 
father” and several other films. 
I suspect that many people, in 
and outside the business, harbor 
a feeling that, in fact, “Movies 
are worse than ever.” 
Fui not referring here to 
those people who call up radio 
talk shows to complain that 
t h e i r 
neighborhood 
movie 
theater has become a pocket 
of filth. Such people don’t really 
g'o to movies anyway:Avoiding 
films is a way of confirming 
their own purity. Nor am I 
r e f e r r i n g 
to 
the 
camp 
revivalists who keep swooning 
for films as they used to be, 
in a sugar-plum past that is, 
to some extent, pure fantasy. 
The great camp movie revival 
of the 1960s is now well past, 
and by and large that is good 
riddance. 
It 
was 
fun 
to 
rediscover the virtues of Bogart 
and Mae West and the Marx 
Brothers, but you can still enjoy 
them on television, and by last 
year we were scraping the 
barrel bottom with junk like 
“ Reefer Madness” and “The 
Gang’s All Here,” i n which 
camp 
reached the 
ultimate 
emptiness of self-satire. There’s 
a pathetic touch to people who 
can only enjoy movies in moth­ 
balls — like old men trying to 
relive their youth. And when the 


old men were mostly kids 
their 20s*. the nostalgia was 
absurd, a vent for cynicism. 
Camp fever began as an 
honest rejection of the empty 
plastic movies so common in 
the ’50s (and the pretension of 
many 
foreign films) 
which, 
combined with the 
creeping 
deadness of TV, 
created a 
desire for the sheer fun and 
narrative vitality of Hollywood 
at its best in the 1930s and ’40s 
Youth only went to a few new 
films, and after the '“youth 
boom” 
sparked 
by 
“The 
Graduate” and “Easy Rider” 
turned into the new plastic 
rubbing of “Getting Straight” 
and 
“The 
Landlord,” 
the 
revival fad kept alive until it 
finally exhausted, itself in the 
same apathy: The kids were 
not, for the most part, in­ 
terested in going beyond Bogart 
into serious movie archeology. 
But the real impact of the 
youth wave and its quick death 
was to shake down the new 
talent in the film business 
When 
the 
counter-revolution 
came, many of the shallow and 
most of the tender-hearted were 
swept aside, and tough, shrewd 
young directors who knew how 
to package modern stories in 
largely 
traditional 
narrative 
forms took hold: Men like Peter 
Bogdanovich (“The Last Pic­ 
ture Show.”) and Francis Ford 
Coppola 
(“The 
God father”). 
These 
people are 
survivors, 
compromisers whose talent can 
survive compromise, perhaps 
not at the very top level (Welles 
Griffith, Keaton) but at a level 
that is worth preserving (Ford, 
Huston, 
Hitchcock, 
Nicholas 
Ray). 
In more than a statistical 
sense — theater 
admissions 
were up 13 per cent last year, 
gross income up 17 per cent 
— Hollywood has survived its 
great crisis, the shriveled movie 
audience, and perhaps more 
importantly it has not found a 
wray to turn that crisis into a 
new “ formula.” 
True, 
producers 
are 
still 
lighting their cigars with the 
souls of filmmakers, but the 
best new talent has feequently 
grabbed control of production 
itself, and even the lesser talent 
is

longer subject 
to a

Jaycee chapters have no 
o b j e c t i o n to admitting 
women, but don’t want to 
go against the national 
organization. Several, local, 
groups said they got around 
the rules by letting women 
become associate members. 
The 
Chicago 
Jaycees 
started admitting women 
about five years ago, said, 
t h e 
chapter 
president, 
James Konstantelos. 
“We do admit women.” 
he said, “but not as active 
Jaycees. We have gotten 
them through a loophole. 
We have formed a holding 
company called the Chicago 
J u n i o r Association of 
Commerce and Industry and 
we have made the Chicago 
Jaycees a subsidiary of this. 
Women can serve on the 
board of a holding company, 
but not on the board of the 
Jaycees.” 
Konstantelos said there 
are about 50 or 60 women 
among the 700 Chicago 
Jaycees. “We have women 
on all major projects,” he 
said. “I feel our women are 
on a par with - the male 
members and that by ad­ 
mitting females we are 
coming to full maturity.” 
The 
by-laws 
of 
the 
Jaycees, which has its 
national headquarters in 
T u l s a , Okla., restrict 
m e m b e r s h i p to males 
between the ages of 18 and 
35. The Rochester, N.Y., 


chapter of the Jaycees 
admitted, women to full 
membership in January 1972

th e n a t i o n a l 
organization p r o m p t l y 
revoked its charter. The 
group filed suit in U.S. 
District Court and the case, 
transferred to Tulsa on a 
change of venue, is pending. 
C h a r l e s W e t m o r e , 
president of the Rochester 
chapter, said two of the 35 
women in the1 700-member 
group hold office. He said 
their status is exactly the 
same as the men’s. “The 
Jaycees began as a com­ 
munity service organiza­ 
tion,” he noted, “and our 
women members have the 
same community interest as 
the men.”

New priority to combine women s lib and gay liberation 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
A task force of the National 
Organization for Women 
(NOW) voted to fight for 
lesbian causes as a “top 
priority.” 
One 
member 
d e s c r i b e d it as the 
equivalent of a merger of 


the 
women’s 
and 
gay 
liberation movements. 
Miss Sidney Abott, who 
conducted the task force 
meeting on “sexuality and 
l e s b i a n i s m ’ ’ midway 
through NGW’s sixth annual 
conference, described the 


action as “historic” because 
B e t t y Friedan, NOW’s 
founder, and other national 
officers had been reluctant 
previously to pursue lesbian 
issues. 
“If you back off and think 
about it,” Miss Abott said, 


“this really merges the two 
movements — the women's 
m o v e m e n t 
and 
gay 
liberation.” 
She said it instructs NOW 
members — about 2,000 of 
them attending the con­ 
ference — to fight for things 
w h i c h previously were 
c o n s i d e r e d only “gay 
issues,” such as an end to 
sodomy laws and civil 
rights for women regardless 
of their sexual 
“orien­ 
tation.” 
The statement, adopted 


almost unanimously as a 
primary goal of the newly- 
created task force of about 
400 members, said. 
“Since freeing lesbians 
will free all women from 
sexual stereotypes and will 
be courageous, historic and 
long overdue, be it resolved 
that NOW make civil rights 
for lesbians and positive 
attitudes toward lesbians a 
top priority.” 
In addition, the task force 
a d o p t e d statements in- 
s t r u c t i n g NOW’s legal 
defense fund to use its 


financial resources to fight 
these issues in the courts 
and 
ordering 
a 
sex 
education program among 
NOW members to abolish 
misconceptions 
a b o u t 
lesbianism. 
The statements were not 
subject to review by the full 
conference. 
A resolution, also ap­ 
proved by the task force, 
called on NOW t ostate its 
support of the “doubly 
oppresed woman” — the 
lesbian — in all publications 
and policy statements. This 


was to be voted on by the 
whole conference. 
Miss Abott, a member of 
both NOW and the Gay 
Liberation Front, noted that 
the last NOW conference in 
1971 
adopted 
a 
policy 
statement supporting the 
lesbian cause. But she said 
it was never implemented. 
She said officers of the 
legal defense fund twice' 
refused to aid in court cases 
involving lesbian mothers 
who risked losing their 
children because of their 
sex mores. 


Miss Abott said the task 
force now will lobby in 
c o n g r e s s 
and 
state 
legislatures for Civil rights 
for lesbians and sexual 
freedom among consenting 
adults.

New Safety Standards 


Proposed for Bus Seats 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I)

Complaining of too many fatal 
accidents, involving the nation’s 
■400,000 buses, the government 
Tuesday proposed strict new 
safety standards for bus seats,] 
including the possible use of 
safety 'belts. 
The Transportation Depart­ 
ment 
said 
it 
wants 
seats 
“ which are 
stronger, higher, 
and safer than those presently 
used” on school buses, city 
transit buses, and long haul 
intercity buses. 
The impact of a crash can 
tear weak bus seats from their 
anchorages and hurl passengers 
into unpadded poles or other 
seat backs, accident investiga­ 
tors claim. 
Effective Sept. 1, 1974, unless 
oppponents can persuade the 
government to change its mind, 
the proposal would force bus 
manufacturers to meet a series 
of performance standards, in­ 
cluding 
one 
which 
“would 
reduce the chance the seat will 
tear loose” if the bus rolls over. 
The government action came 
amidst a growing controversy 
over bus safety in congress, 
particularly school buses. Ear­ 
lier this month legislation was 
introduced to force the Tran­ 
sportation Department to issue 
school bus standards.

Polo has been dying since the real estate develop­ 
ers started subdividing the fields. 
And, certainly, the pursuit of beautiful blondes 
has lost its carbonation, now that the blondes are 
doing the pursuing. 
So if a guy with heavy assets wants to get into 
a high stakes game, he can buy a football franchise 
for $19 million, or he can pay $725,000 for a mare, as 
a gentleman did the other day at the auction sale of 
the California Thoroughbred Breeders Association. 
A Japanese sportsm an contributed this record 
price for Typecast, who formerly belonged to the late 
Fletcher Jones. 
NOT BARGAIN-PRICED, EITHER 
To offer a further insight to what went on at this 
sale, a m are barren for the last two years brought 
$230,000. 
Mind you, there is no assurance this mare will 
ever bear children, especially now that abortion laws 
have been relaxed. She may even have whispered to 
her new owner: 
“The auctioneer forgot to tell you I use the P ill.” 
There are roughly four levels at which one can 
get into racing. First, you can compete with the 
Mickey Mouse circuit, making the rounds of the gypsy 
tracks and the county fairs. 
Second, you can race on a modest scale at the 
big tracks, dealing with claiming horses. 
Third, you can dabble in the allowance and 
stakes divisions, running livestock of a slightly higher 
quality. 
And, finally, you can get into the major leagues 
with the Mellons, the Phippses, the Galbreaths, the 
Vanderbilts and the King Ranches. 
If you are reaching for society that is really high, 
you will race on two continents. \o u will visit Moss 
Bros. In London, hire specialists for 100 years, and 
walk out in a grey morning suit, waistcoat, top hat, 
gloves and cravat, the raim ent required to watch 
your bum finish 22nd at Epsom. 
You also will appear at Chantilly and the Curragh, 
and you will have arrived at the absolute crest when 
you enter the middle leg of the Triple Crown and be 
represented by your trainer. 
Crashing the highest echelon of racing today re ­ 
quires no breeding on the part of the owner, just on 
the horses he runs. Syndicators, breeders and other 
flesh purveyors ask only that the buyer s check 
doesn’t ricochet. 
Since racing is growing very big in Japan today, 
purchasers from that country are combing the horse 
m arkets of the world, searching for the better stock. 
Here and there, a guy gets lUcky in racing and 
wins the derby with a two-bit horse, such as Cañon­ 
ero II and Dust Commander. 
But it is well established among those who study 
thoroughbreds that long-range success must come 
from quality. 
Enormous sums are wasted in pursuit of this 
quality, but this is a risk that must be taken by those 
attem pting to build solidly. 
In the new prosperity of Japan, the yen is flowing 
like water, as evidenced by the price paid for Type­ 
cast by an English firm in behalf of its Japanese 
client. 
W hether the plan is to breed the m are in this 
country, or ship her to England or Japan isn’t known, 
but the most ever given for a lady horse at auction 
previously was $450,000, a colossal sum. 
Mr. Brian Sweeney, the general m anager of the 
California 
Thoroughbred 
Breeders 
Association, 
is 
frankly flabbergasted by the prices being paid for 
horses today in a racing m arket that is having slight 
troubles. 
STILL RISING 
“We suspected a while back,” says Sweeney, 
“that the growth of sale prices finally was.com ing 
to an end, but it keeps going up and up. Obviously, 
there is a tremendous amount of money in circula­ 
tion, and those who have it feel they m ust do some­ 
thing with it.” 
As pointed out above, big league racing no longer 
asks your pedigree. You can be rejected by the coun­ 
try cíub, the yacht club and the businessmen’s social 
club and still run your horse in the Belmont, the 
Irish Derby and the Arc de Triomphe. 
In the meantime, I trust that Typecast turns out 
to be a good mother. If she is a lemon, they are apt 
to be receiving in California a lot of cam eras and 
radios that don’t work.
